SURPRISES IMPOSSIBLE. 


Aeroplanes Have Revolutionized War- 
fare, Says Observer. 


LONDON, Jan. 19. — The British 
military observer at the front dis- 
cusses the part aviation is playing in 
the military operations. In this con- 
nection the observer says: 

“Aviation has profoundly modified 
warfare by eliminating the element 
of surprise, for so long as the weather 
permits aerial reconnaissance it is 
impossible to carry out any great 
concentration or movement of troops 
by day within a considerable radius 
without being discovered. Especially 
in the present form of warfare have 
the former functions of the cavalry, 
as regards reconnaissance, been 
usurped by the flying corps.” 

The officer then pays a tribute to 
the remarkable work of the British 
aviators and mentions as a frequent 
occurrence reconnaissance in ‘‘driving 
snow with the temperature below 
zero or in a gale, under fire of the 
enemy’s anti-air craft guns, or trav- 
eling with the wind, when the ma- 
chine rocks and sways and attains a 
speed of 100 miles an hour.” 


Adrianople Is Evacuated. 

LONDON, Jan. 19. — The Turkish 
garrison at Adrianople, 
withdrawal of which was previously 
reported, has now completely with- 
drawn, according to an Athens’ de- 
spatch, which gives no explanation. 

The London papers print a forecast 
appearing in The Paris Figaro, that 
Greece, Roumania and Bul- 
garia, will join the allies, but there

TRIAL BEGINS AT LAST. 


Directors of Union Life Company 
Before Court In Toronto. 


TORONTO, Jan. 19.—After many 
ineffectual attempts to bring the case 
to a hearing, and efforts on the part 
of the defendants to traverse it to the 
County Court having failed, the trial 
of Harry K. Symons, K.C., and Dr. 
F. G. Hughes, two of th directors of 





the now defunct Union Life Assur- | 


ance Co., started in ths Criminal As- 
size Court yesterday before Mr. Jus- 
tice Clute. A formidrble array of le- 
gal men gathered to contest what was 
characterized by the crown as one of 
the most skillful and most scandalous 
cases of fraud ever perpetrated on a 
gullible public in Canada. 

Symons and Hughes are only two 
of the four directors indicted on vari- 
ous counts of fraud and conspiracy. 
Dr. G. E. Millichamp died a fortnight 
ago, while H. Pollman Evans, the 
guiding spirit of the Bold and com- 
plex scheme, has so far cvaded the 
toils of justice. 

The crowr’s cas? consisted of a 
long list of persons who had bought 
stocks and debentures in the National 
Agency Co. Mrs. J. Aikins of Paris 
Junction said she bought $3,500 
worth of bonds on the recommenda- 
tion of Pollman Evans. As far as 
she could recollect representations 
were made to her to the effect that 
the Government were behind the 
scheme.

The Turkish winter campaign in 
the Caucasus has now suffered its fin- 
al collapse. Its chances became very 
slender when the Goeben and Breslau 
failed to control communication in 
the Black Sea between Constantinople © 
The Turkish army 
assembled around Erzerum found it- 
self cut off from reinforcements and 
supplies. With the heavy task of 
converting Enver Pasha’s defeated 
and retreating corps at Kara Urgan 
into a force strong enough to con- 
tinue the war with Russia, the Turk- 
ish rank and file fought stubbornly 
for ten days on trontier positions 
around Kara Urgan until on Satur- 
day they fell victims to the careless 
and incompetent management of 
their German and Turkish leaders. 
Originally five corps were sent for- 
ward by Enver Pasha and Gen. von 
Sanders into Russian territory, but af- 
ter the disasters at Ardagan and Sara 
Kamysh only the remnants of two 
corps could return, the 11th Turkish 
Corps, which was the reserve of the 
invading army. It is this combination 
which is now retreating hastily on the 
road to Erzerum with its rear guard 
annihilated and Enver himself hurry- 
ing to Constantinople. The German 
General Lange hag been left to try 
and extricate the Turks from com- 
plete destruction, They have thrown 
great numbers of their field guns into 
the deep, snow-covered ravines,

It will pro- 
gress until, as St. Peter figuratively 
declares, “‘the heavens shall take 
fire’”—be consumed, cease to be, leay- 
ing the way clear for the ‘‘new heav- 
ens,”’ the ecclesiastical system of the 
Millennium, which will be the glort-

DIVERSIFIED FARMING. 





An apple orchard in New York 
state, containing fifteen acres 
and 527 trees, has been the ob- 
ject of detailed study for two 
years by the United States de. 
partment of agriculture. Accu- 
rate records were kept of the 
cost of spraying, barrels, seed 
for cover crops and other ex- 
penses. The orchard is over fif- 
ty years old, well located and is 
& part of a farm of 122 acres on 
which potatoes, wheat, beans, 
sheep and horses are raised. The 
department experts sum up their 
conclusions with the advice 
that— 

“The cost of growing apples ts 
lessened by growing them in con- 
nection with other farm crops 
and utilizing the man and horse 
labor on these other crops also.” 

In other words, the farming 
that usually pays best is the 
kind where the equipment and 
labor of both men and horses 
can be used all through the year 
and where the owner is pot de- 
pendent on one sort of crop. 

Diversified farming is not al- 
ways the easiest. but it is the 
safest and usually the most prof- 
itable, even in this era of spe 
cialization. 






FOOT.AND MOUTH DISEASE. 





Danger of Contaminated Milk Spread- 
ing the Disease Overcome. 
[Prepared by United States Department 
of Agriculture) 

Tho anxiety that has been expressed 
in several quarters in regard to the 
effect upon human health of the pres 
ent outbreak of the foot and mouth 
disease is regarded by government au 
thorities as somewhat exaggerated 
The most common fear ts that the milk 
supply might become contaminated 
but in view of the precautions that the 
local authorities in the infected areus 
are very generally taking, there is com 
paratively little danger of this. Milk 
from infected farms is not permitted 
to be shipped at all The only danger 
is, therefore, that before the disease 
has manifested itself some infected 
milk might reach the market. lor 
this reason experts in the United States

milk that is not very high grade and 
from tuberculin tested cows.

DISCARD ROBBER HENS. 


_ 
Unprofitable Fowls Should Be Elimi- 
nated From the Flock. 


(Prepared by Cornell department of poul- 
try husbandry.) 


This winter when the prices of grain 
are soaring it is well to consider wheth- 
er there are hens in the tlock that are 
consuming more feed than the returns 
in the egg basket warrant. frequent- 
ly 25 to 50 per cent of the birds have 
been eliminated from flocks by mem- 
bers of the department of poultry hus- 
bandry at Cornell without reducing 
the total daily egg yield. The birds 
that were eliminated were robber hens, 
because they reduced the profits from 
the remainder of the flock, which

would have required less labor, less 
feed and Jess house room. The time 
to select hens for breeding purposes is 
in the fall rather than in the spring. 
At this time only the more productive 
individuals are laying, and the charac 
teristics that distinguish the produc 
tive from the unproductive are more 
easily seen. These characteristics are 
the condition of the molt, the shape of 
the body, the size and color of the 
comb, the color of the shanks and the 
actions of the birds. A study of the 
three year trap nest records of many 
White Leghorn fowls at Cornell shows 
that the most productive fowls, if se- 
lected at the end of the first year’s lay- 
ing, will be likely to lay an average 
production equal to the average egg 
yield of the entire flock in the first 
year. These records also show that a 
wise selection of the most desirable 
{udividuals at the end of the second 
year will lay on the average as many 
eggs per bird as the entire flock did 
per bird in the second year. Especial- 
ly bigh producing individuals of the 
first year are likely to lay more eggs 
in the third year than they did in the 
second year. When farmers realize 
these facts a great many robber hens 
will be used for Sunday dinners, It

These records also show that a 
wise selection of the most desirable 
individuals at the end of the second 
year will lay on the average as many 
eggs per bird as the entire flock did 
per bird in the second year. Especial- 
ly high producing individuals of the 
first year are likely to lay more eggs 
in the third year than they did in the 
second year. When farmers realize 
these facts a great many robber hens 
will be used for Sunday dinners. It 
is important that the best individuals 
should be selected and kept for not 
less than two or three years. These 
older fowls have proved to be most de 
sirable for breeding purposes. They 
lay larger eggs, are in better condition 
for breeding in the spring than pullets 
and show by their ability to lay and to 
remain vigorous that they have inher- 
ited a tendency to long life and vitall 
ty. These are some of the character- 
istics tbat must be perpetuated in 
breading hens for high egg production. 
The selection of males for breeding 
purposes is of as great importance as 
the selection of females. Not more 
than two or three males out of every 
bundred reared usually need to be re 
tained for breeders. Males differ as 
widely in vigor and breeding value as 
do females. They can be graded for 
quality as easily and as accurately as 
pullets or bens. Pullets that fail to 
lay before late winter or early spring 
should be discarded as breeders.

The duty of the bour for the individ 
ual farmer is to keep the closest watcb 
upon his home herd for any outbreak 
of foot and mouth disease.
